(Currently Amended) An isolated polynucleotide comprising an infectious 
chimeric GBV-B polynucleotide encoding a virus comprising domain III of the 5' NTR from a 
HCV 5' NTR, and at least part of a structural protein coding region of HCV or at least part of a 
non-structural protein coding region of HCV.—

-Claim 21. (Currently Amended) A viral expression construct comprising an infectious 
chimeric GBV-B polynucleotide comprising domain III of the 5' NTR from a HCV 5' NTR, and

Examiner's Comment 
Claims 6 and 21 are amended to clarify that the polynucleotide encoding the chimeric 
GVB-B/HCV construct is infectious. Note that claim 6 will be listed as the first claim in the 
claim listing, and claims 4 and 5 (now dependent on claim 6) will follow accordingly.
